Born 
at Chihuahua in 1854. he entered the 
Military Academy of Chapultepec at 
the age of 17 and passed through the 
full course to graduation in 1875, 
when he was commissioned second 
Heutenant of engineers. During his 
academic term he was known for his 
predilection for scientific studies, par- 
ticularly astronomy and mathematics. 
When Porfirio Diaz began his .re- 
organization of the Mexican army 
Huerta was promoted captain of en- 
gineers and while holding this rank 
devised the plan for a Mexican gen- 
eral staff corps. He was an active 
member of the Military Map Com- 
mission created to draft a staff map 
of Mexico on a large scale and he 
had charge of all the astronomical 
work of the commission, leading ex- 
ploring and surveying parties over the 
wildest regions of the replblic. 
During the ensuing years Huerta 
saw much active service. In 1901 he 
left the staff and took command of 
the infantry in the campaign against 
the Yatul Indians. After this cam-

HEN the concluding argument 
W of the government is made in 
the Woodruff-Alien and 
American Brokerage Company cases 
today, before Judge Dietrich and a 


jury in the Federal Court, an unpre- 


cedented request will be made,of the 
jury by Assistants United States Dis- 
trict Attorneys Gallagher and O’Con- 

The jurors will be asked, in case 
they find Alfred W. Allen not guilty, 
to take the same action regarding F. 
B. Woodruff, who, the Federal ppose- 
cutors believe, has been made the 
“goat” of the entire affair. There is 
no precedent in tbe history of the 
Federal court here for such action, 
but the government officials fee] that 
it is justified by the fact that Mr. 
Woodruff is penniless and has not 
been able to put up an adequate de- 
fense, having been forced to ap- 
pear as his own lawyer. 

The evidence shows, it is alleged, 
that Messrs. Allen, Courtney, Gordon 
and Golden, although connected with 
the company in various capacities, left 
Mr. Woodruff to fight off the creditors 
when the storm broke. Mr.. Allen 
says that he got out in June, 1909, and 
the jury at the first trial belleved the 
statement of Messrs. Golden Gor- 
don that they were not culpable in the 
matter. The jury disagreed as to Mr. 
Courtney, and he has been a witness 
for the government at the prqsent 


hearing. 
Alfred W. Allen was on the stand 
all of yesterday explaining his con- 


nection with the American Brokerage, 


Company. He said that he absolute- 


rt 


ly withdrew in June, 1909, and had 
no interest in the company after that 
date except as a creditor. At that 
time Mr. Woodruff ized the 
company, and the witness acted as as- 
sistant secretary for a while at his 
request.
